MR. LLOYD GEORGE'S 
; OVERTURES. 


—_ 


To the student of British 
Politics, Mr. Lloyd George’s effort 
to secure co-operation between 
Liberals and Labour will be regard. 
ed as coming very Inte in the day. 
Pointing out that Liberal and 
Labour policies do not. greatly 
differ, ard that nothing is to be 
gnined by friends of the under-dog 
fighting each other. he comes for- 
ward with a plen for some Kind of 
fusion. Being now reduced to the 
position of the leader of a small 
group of stubborn Liberals who 
declined to join in’ the National 
Government unless it eschewed 
tariffs, the former Premier secks 
to effect-a regrouping of parties by 
making overtures. to the much- 
chastened and sadly-depleted 
Labourites who took the same stand 
in the recent election. He may or 
may not succeed, but, in ‘any event, 
any such scheme as he has in mind 
is likely to make little effect’ on 2 
Government possessing auch an 
overwhelming majority. 

The more Mr. Lloyd George's 
position is analysed, the clearer 
does it become that he has missed 
his chances. Remembering the 
Politics of his earlicr, days, there 
can be little doubt that he has never 
been far removed from the outlook 
of moderate Labour. Indeed, many 
have held the view that he should 
have broken with the Libera] Party 
when he was at the top of his re- 
putation after the war. Had ho 
doné so, he might easily have been 
the Labour lender to-day. © Even 

after the 1929 election, when it was 
Hibecoming munifest that there was 
Httle room for Liberalism, due to 
the fdct that the Labour Party had 
stolen much of ita thunder, he might 
have’ made the. change-over with 


- || advantage to himself. But he con- 
tinued to refus¢ to fage: the facts |. 


of. tha“ sitiation, Latterly, his 


illness took him off the stage for a 
time, but when the national crisis 
reached a head he still slavishly 
adhered to, tho strictly party view 
and set himself in opposition to 
those Liberals who conccived St 
their duty to co-operate with others 
for tho nation’s welfare. His subse- 
quent talks with Mr. Henderson 
‘Suggested the possibility of his 
Joining hnnds with the Labour die- 
hards, but once again he preferrod 
to’ plough the lonely furrow. Doubt. 
less, Mr. Lloyd George thouxht that 
hia personality would serve him ond 
his Liberal followers well, but to- 
doy he finds himself out of touch 
with practical politics, and the most 
he can do ia to throw out a very 
definite hint to disappointed 
Labourltes that.there should be a 
fusion of interests. — é 

It is very late In the day, how- 
ever, to bring forward the plen that 
there-is little essential difference 
betwetn Liberalism. and Labour. 
That Is no new discovery. The 
truth of it has Jong since been ap- 
Parent. ond the tragedy for the 
Liberals is that they have Bo con: 
sistently shut their eyes to the 
trend of events. It is somewhat 
astounding also, in view of his own 
recent attitude, that Mr. Lioyd 
George should suggest the unlikeli- 
hood of Labour becoming a na- 


tonal party within the present gen- {. 


eration. Can he possibly believe 
that the Liberals have any better 
prospects? So far as Mr. Lloyd 
Gcorge’s latest move betokens a 
realisution that Liberalism cannot 
long survive of itself, it representa 
n hopeful sign, in that he is at Inst 
forced to recognise the actualitles, 
But the awakening has been slow 
in coming. . The eventun! course of 
politics must be a reversion to the 
two-party system. There cannot 
be any room for small, ineffectual 
groups. 


China's Duplicity. 


The mystery of Mr. John Thor- 
burn’s disappenrance and untime- 
ly death. in June last haa, to all 
intents and purposes, been solved. 
According to an official Chinese 
Note, the young man left Shang- 
hai to seek adventure. became em- 
broiled with Chinese soldiers, gun- 
play resulting, and = was subse- 
quently taken away and beaten to 
death, his body afterwards being 
burnt. But this belated nadmis- 
sion on the part of Chinese official- 
dom cannot be accepted without 
feelings of astonishment, mingled 
with doubt as to the safety of for- 
eigners within the protection and 
jurisdiction of the Nanking Gov- 
ernment. . The present Note only 
soca to show how Nanking lied in 
the first place regarding the af- 
fair. Replying to British demands 
for a full enquiry, the Govern- 
ment instituted a committee to 
make a “strict and joint investiga- 
tion.” The net result of their 
work was nil, except to dismiss, 
with a wave of the hand, the -over- 
whelming evidence leading up to 
Thorburn’s fate which had been 
gathered by the British authori- 
ties. Yet in face of this latest 
illustration of official. duplicity, 
the British Government. is still 
asked to renounce, in toto, extra- 
territoriality. Though it may be 
claimed that the question of ex- 
trality protection cannot in some 
respects ‘be applied to the case of 
young Thorburn, the affair is

Let us proceed to'n brief examina- 
tlon of some commoner Hongkong wild 
flowers. Any of you who went for 
rambles at tho week-end will probably 
have noticed the pretty torrestrin} 
orchid, Arundina chinenats, belongin 
to na widespread tropical genua, wit! 
white und purple flowers, and graas- 
Mike lonves. Growing best in damp 
places, It alro occurs on dry hillsides, 
and is’ one of the longest-floworing 
species, being in bloom from August 
to November, and even later. It ta 
ensily cultivated. 

Astera and Chrysanthemums, 

Another consplevous flower nat the 
present thmo- js the little aster, white 
with n_yollow centre, common on road. 
aide banka and hilly places, It: ts 
Axter baccharoidea, and though almost 
a weed enn cial’ kinship to many 
showy garden blooms. It wan ot its 
best in October, 

Laler this month, November, we 
should be nble to ace the little yellow 


k chrysanthemum, Chrysanthemum ine 


dicrm, in) flower, Many of theso 
plants can be found at High West: 
to mention only one place. It doen 
quite well ns a pot plant, and is worth 
cultivating, / 

November also gives us the local 
thistle, Cricus chincnains there in also 
a rarer local spectes, Cricun japonicur. 
Tt catends from High West to the 
hilla ‘above Taitam and round that 
vicinity, and from the Kawloen font. 
hilta to Taimoshan, No-one who hus 
seen the varioun British thistles, 
which ft very closely resembles, can 
mixtake itt 

October, and part of November, also 
neon the large white flowers of 
Gordonia anamala, coming out rome. 
what irregularly. The plant ja a ofp 
bush or small tree, with large dare- 
green leaves, and is common wat all 
elevations, [ts peculiarity in that the 
whole ficwer, with ita yellow centre, 
in shod when it begins to fade, inatend 
of falling In separate petals, 

At this time one may still find the 
large, deep-blue flowers of Platyeadton 
grandifiorus, the so-called Tangkong. 
fiarebe'l, which blooms from the sum: 
mer onwiris to December, on the hilly 
at the back of Repulse Bay and Deep. 
water Bay, ind elsewhere, The rane 
of this plant extends te North Chinn, 
While clambering about the hillstdes 
we probably notlee a fragrant reent, 
reminiscent of eucaly ptus. Th is corn. 
img from the feathery ooking shrubs 
we are crushing with every footsten 
—Bueckea — friutercena, ow ith small 
white flowers which open in early 
summer and often continue through 
autumn 7 

Passing over December, we come to 
the opening of the yong, ‘and enn np. 
proprintely commence with an’ ob. 
servation of the Chinese New Your 
flower,  Enkianthun — qrinaeeflarin, 
growing oon oa amt) bush which 
formerly was cut in abundance from 
our hillsides by the Chinese in 
Februnry. Tt Is charnetortaed by {ts 
five pink bells, This is the flower 
whieh custom has decreed should be 
placed fn vases, so ax to open by the 
new year's day, as an omen af good 
fortune, 

The Rhododendrons. 
March and April bring us to the 
rent rhodadendrons, Rhododen.

blooming on our hillsides dike poppies

There beautiful, awonl-ne ted blooms 
open in massen on a climbing plant, 
which bears inrge  orango-colour.

fration of the genus oaay, The plant 
deserves a place In every garden, 
You can Pelmanise the name by 
thinking of the word mnelody—a har- 
miny of form, scent and purity! 

Heecuent thyraviden also comes out 
in April, in brush-likoe white clustora 
on a small tree, fatrly common on the 
Inland, 

Somewhat liku ft ta Pavetta indica, 
which In on white flower reésembiing 
frora, to which it in related; and it 
occurs on a Jarge bush, comlng into 
flower in dune, It appears, however, 
to have two flowering perlods, aso 
smaller crop of bloom sometimes oc- 
cure in September and October.

For 
some renson or ather, western 
hotaniats have hitherto fought shy of 
declaring these fruit.edible, but they 
nro rendi'y enten by the Chinese, who 
mostly give them the same nitme as 
the cultivated mangoateen, shan chok 
chee, Lam informed that a more ‘ap- 
vroprinte name tn cheng choke chee, 
meaning green mangosteen, I have 
sampled the fruit in fair aunntity 
nearly every summer since 1026, an 
anffered no ill-effects. Care should be 
tuken, though, not to get any of the 
yellow gum from the peel into the 
month, These frult enn be quite 
refreshing after a long walk en a hot 
‘lay. 

The het weather has other charac- 
teristic offerings in the two large 
species of Melastoma, big pink or 
ninuye flowers on bushes: growing 
abundantly “everywhere,” Afelattona 
candidum ia more delicate, wit!
